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INFORMATION DISCLOSURE STATEMENT 

Applicant brings to the Examiner's attention that the following products were on sale in 
the United States prior to August 20, 1991 : 

Textile Hooks 

Some textile hooks that were sold in the 1980's and earlier had small displacement 
volumes, as low as, e.g., 1.5xl0" 6 cubic inches (0.025 mm 3 ). These textile hooks (made from 
circular, uniform cross-section monofilaments) were of the construction shown as PRIOR ART 
in Fig. 6 of the specification. 

Standard Mushroom 

Certain mushroom-shaped fastener elements, formed by melting the ends of circular, 
uniform cross-section monofilaments extending from a woven base, had displacement volumes 
as low as about 1.6xl0" 6 cubic inches (0.025 mm 3 ). These mushroom-shaped elements were 
formed of circular monofilaments and had circular footprints, and are listed in the table in 
column 5 of the specification. 
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Quadra-lobal Mushroom 

Certain other mushroom-shaped fastener elements, formed by melting the ends of 
monofilaments of uniform, cross-shaped cross-section monofilaments extending from a woven 
base, had displacement volumes lower than 6x1 0" 6 cubic inches (0.025 mm 3 ). These mushroom- 
shaped elements were of the construction now labeled as PRIOR ART in Fig. 7.
